The  Library  Committee  beg  to  present  their  Thirty-sixth 
Annual  Report. 

Ten  years  since  a  Circular  of  Information  was  printed  and  a 
copy  left  at  each  house  throughout  the  borough.  This  led  to  a 
better  knowledge  and  a  more  extensive  use  of  the  Library.  In  the 
month  of  February  last  the  same  plan  was  adopted  but  the  same 
results  have  not  yet  been  attained.  The  Committee  have,  however 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  every  householder  has  been  made 
acquainted  with  the  provisions  of  the  institution. 

The  Committee  have  also  at  different  times  circulated 
information  and  provided  technical  and  other  literature  for  the 
use  of  students  and  the  books  purchased  were  largely  used.  In  the 
past  year  text-books  were  provided  for  the  two  courses  of  lectures 
delivered  under  the  auspices  of  the  Cambridge  Local  Lectures 
Association,  but  the  demand  for  the  books  was  hot  so  great  as  in 
former  years. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  the  addition  to  the  Library  of 
x333  volumes,  of  which  306  were  presented  and  1027  were 
purchased.  The  number  of  volumes  worn  out  and  withdrawn  was 
294  and  upwards  of  a  thousand  volumes  passed  through  the  hands 
of  the  bookbinders.

The  number  of  volumes  issued  was  98,234  as  against  103,996 
issued  in  1889 — 90.  The  issue  is  considerably  greater  than  that 
in  many  towns  having  a  larger  population,  as  shewn  by  the  annexed 
Returns. 


REFERENCE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 


To  the  Reference  Library  there  were  added  216  volumes.  No 
works  of  special  value  were  added,  but  useful  additions  were  made  to 
the  local  collection,  the  Shakesperean  and  Dramatic  departments  and 
to  the  open  shelves  in  the  reading  room. 

The  Reading  Room  continues  to  attract  a  large  number  of 
readers  and  the  books  kept  upon  the  open  shelves  have  been  in 
constant  demand  and  more  extensively  used  than  in  former  years. 
Four  volumes  were  lost.

LENDING  LIBRARY. 


The  number  of  volumes  added  was  904,  of  these,  710  were  new 
publications,  87  continuations  of  serials,  and  107  were  books 
purchased  to  replace  others  worn  out. 

In  January  last  the  Annual  Supplement  was  published,  con- 
taining the  books  added  during  the  year  1890. 

The  number  of  new  borrowers  was  876,  and  of  those  whose 
tickets  were  renewed  there  were  1606,  or  a  total  of  2482. 

To  secure  books  that  were  wanted,  379  post  cards  were  left 
by  borrowers. 

The  number  of  books  issued  was  73,252,  three  volumes  were  lost 
and  these  were  replaced  by  the  persons  who  borrowed  them. 


During  the  present  year  the  interior  of  the  building  has  been 
renovated  and  painted  throughout. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  was  213,  and  the  number 
withdrawn  was  36*    The  Library  now  contains  5,198  volumes.

The  number  of  books  issued  to  borrowers  and  to  readers  in  the 
room  was  17,199,  a  decrease  of  425  as  compared  with  that  of 
last  year. 

The  attendance  of  visitors  was  larger  than  in  any  former  year 
being  60,488  as  against  58,494  in  1890. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the  site  on 
the  Mill  Road  (given  to  the  Council  by  the  Guardians)  has  been 
secured  for  a  Branch  Library,  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  a 
suitable  building.

In  presenting  the  Thirty-Seventh  Annual  Report  the  Library 
Committee  have  to  record  the  progress  of  the  institution  in  all  its 
branches. 

The  number  of  volumes  added  was  1335  of  these  258  were 
presented  and  1077  were  purchased.  The  number  withdrawn  was 
266  and  there  were  1240  volumes  either  rebound  or  repaired. 

The  Libraries  now  comprise  39,087  volumes  : — 


The  number  of  volumes  issued  was  102,625  an  increase  of 
4,391  as  compared  with  that  of  the  year,  1890 — 91. 

The  Students  belonging  to  the  Cambridge  Local  Lectures 
Association  have  again  availed  themselves  of  the  text  books  provided 
by  the  Committee  but  not  to  so  large  an  extent  as  in  former  years. 

The  Library,  from  its  commencement,  has  been  largely  indebted 
to  many  donors  for  the  number  of  books  presented  and  Mr.  Henry 
Thomas  Hall,  in  particular,  has  been  a  munificent  donor 
for  upwards  of  thirty  years.  It  is  therefore  with  much  satisfaction 
that  the  Committee  have,  during  the  past  year,  come  into  possession 
of  an  admirable  portrait  of  that  gentleman.  The  portrait  was  painted

by  Mr.  R.  C.  Brock,  a  student  of  the  Cambridge  School  of  Art, 
and  was  presented  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Hattersley,  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee. In  presenting  it  the  Donor  said,  "  I  believe  that  the  Portrait 
"  will  be  looked  at  with  pleasure  by  many  of  our  fellow  townsmen 
"and  acknowledged  to  be  an  appropriate  recognition  of  his  generosity," 
an  opinion  in  which  the  Committee  entirely  concur. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

To  this  Department  there  were  added  190  volumes.  Many  of 
these  were  continuations  of  works  already  in  the  Library  and  not  a 
few  were  new  publications  desirable  to  have  for  purposes  of  reference. 

At  different  times  attention  has  been  called  to  the  system  of 
open  shelves  in  the  reading  room  (as  first  adopted  in  Cambridge) 
and  its  advantages  have  been  so  far  recognised  as  to  have  been 
adopted  in  the  public  libraries  of  several  other  towns.  The  facility 
thus  given  for  the  use  of  books  lends  itself  also  to  an  abuse  of  the 
privilege  and  to  an  occasional  loss.  In  July  last,  a  graduate  of  the 
University,  who  had  recently  left  Cambridge,  was  convicted  of 
stealing  fifteen  volumes  and  he  was  sentenced  to  four  months  im- 
prisonment with  hard  labour.  All  the  books  were  recovered  and 
no  other  loss  occurred  during  the  year. 

During  the  week  ending  the  26th  March  last  a  census  was 
taken  of  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  Reading  Room.  The 
following  table  gives  a  summary  for  each  day,  but  the  results  for 
each  hour  were  also  tabulated.

The  number  of  volumes  added  was  939,  of  these  725  were  new 
publications,  79  were  volumes  of  periodicals,  and  135  were  purchased 
to  replace  others  that  were  worn  out. 

New  borrowers  numbered  905  and  t 795  borrowers  renewed 
their  tickets  making  the  total  2700. 

The  number  of  post  cards  left  to  secure  books  was  361.
